LONG LINE OF MARCH

Preparations for the formal opening 
of the Municipal Free Bridge tomorrow 
afternoon were completed. today. No 
elaborate exercises have been planned 
and the distinctive feature will be a 
military and civilian.parade through the 
downtown streets of St. Louis and 
across the bridge into Kast St. Louis. 

The parade will start from Twelfth 
street and Clark avenue at 2:30 p. m.

The parade will be open to all civilians 
who care to join it in automobiles or on 
foot. Its route will be north on Twelfth 
street to Chestnut street, cast to Broad- 
way, south to Chouteau avenue, west to 
Seventh street and north to the bridge 
entrance on Seventh street, between 
Papin and Gratiot streets. 

The opening of the bridge will be lit- 
eral rather than ceremonial. No bettie 
of anything will be broken on it. 

At the Seventh street entrance to the

The chains 
will be drawn aside and the bridge will 
be formally opeh to the public. The 
Mayor will make a short speech and 
Battery A, using four 3-inch cannon, 
will fire a salute of 21 guns. 

The parade then will move across the 
bridge to East St. Louis. At Tenth 
street and riggott avenue, the east side 
terminal, Mayor Mollman and other 
East St. Louis officials will join the 
procession, Mayor Mollman taking a 
place in the automobile with Mayor 
Kiel. 


Route in East St. 
A route eight miles long has been 


picked out for the parade in East St. 
Louis. After marching to the central 
part of the city, the military units will 
drop out, but the automobile sections 
will cover the route. The parade will 
move over Brady avenue, Main street, 
Missouri avenue, Collinsville avenue, 
Illinois avenue, Ninth street, Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, Veronica street, Summit 
evenue, Fourteenth street, Illinois av- 
enue, Twenty-fifth street, Missouri av- 
enue, Thirty-fifth street, Bond avenue, 
Tenth street and back to the approach 
at Piggott avenue. 

The parade will then return across 
the bridge to St. Louis. It is expected 
to arrive about 4:30 p. m. : 

From the moment Mayor Kiel releases 
the chain barrier the bridge will be fully 
open to public use. Pedestrians and 
vehicle owners, from that time forward, 
may cross it at any time of the day. or 
night without being required to pay 
toll. 

The lights are all ready for use tomor- 
row night, when it is expected the traf- 
fic will be heavy, and details of police- 
men have been assigned 4o regular free 
bridge duty.

The first load of coal to cross the

Fire Result at Mississippi, Val- 
ley Company’s Plant. 


Two explosion? of white-het tron in 
the Mississippi Valley Iron Co,’s fur- 


naces at 6500 South Broadway, at 8:80 
o'clock this morning, scattered the com- 
pany’s employes and started a fire 
which did damage estimated at $20,000. 
No one was injured. 

The bottom of one of the blast fur- 
naces gave way, it was later explained, 
and the molten metal ran out, pop- 
ping and sputtering as it flowed over the 
cold floor and making at least two loud 
explosions.

GERMANY WITHDRAWS CHARGE 
AGAINST MINISTER VOPICKA 


Conduct in Rumania Not Unneutral— 
Will Be Given Leave of 
Absence. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—Germany has 
withdrawn her charges of unneutral con- 
duct against Minister Vopicka, accred- 
ited to Rumania, Servia and Bulgaria, it 
was announced today at the State De- 
partment. An explanation of the full 
facts in the charges of unneutral con- 
duct was made to Germany which 
proved satisfactoysy. 

It is probable that Minister Vopicka, 
now in Berlin, will be granted leave of 
absence, which he requested many 
months ago, and to which he is enti- 
tled, in order to avoid any embarrass- 
ment in the sending him on to his 
post at the Rumanian capital at Jassy, 
just after gaining considerable military 
information in his trip through the cen- 
tral empires. 

The removal of Minister Vopicka from 
Bucharest was explained by Germany 
to have had nothing to do with the 
previous charges of unneutral conduct, 
but to have been occasioned by the in- 
sistence of the military authorities that 
all neutral diplomats be withdrawn. This 
is in accord with international law, as 
the diplomat is accredited to the Gov- 
ernment and not to the locality. 

The State Department today made pub- 
lic the following statement: 

“A telegram has been received from 
the American Ambassador at Berlin, 
dated Jan. 17, saying that Minister Vo- 
picka has arrived in Berlin and has 
had an interview with Mr. Bussche, Un- 
der-Secretary for Foreign Affairs. Mr. 
Bussche has called upon the Ambassa- 
dor and informed him that Mr. Vopicka 
has satisfactorily explained all matters; 
that the memorandum sent by the Ger- 
man Government containing certain 
charges against Mr. Vopicka’s unneu- 
tral actions is withdrawn. Mr. Bussche, 
furthermore, explained that the mili- 
tary authorities would not permit any 
neutral representatives to remain at 
Bucharest, but that a secretary could 
be sent who could remain to look after 
American interests.“

Report in Condemnation of TWo 
Plots at Highway En- 
trance Filed. 


A commission appointed by the Cir- 
cuit Court to fix damages and benefits 
in connection with the condemnation of 
property in the vicinity of the highway 
entrance to the Free Bridge, reported 
this morning that the property to be 
condemned consists of a strip 400 feet 
long and 20 feet deep on the west side 
of Seventh street between Gratiot and 
Cerre streets, and another area with a 
frontage of 600 feet and a depth of 187 
feet 6 inches. in the half block lying be- 
tween Chouteau avenue and Gratiot 
street, on the west side of Seventh 
street. 

President Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service said that the 20-foot wide 
strip would be utilized for widening Sev- 
enth street to 80 feet, and that the half- 
block area would be uSed either as a 
small park or as the site of a depot for 
Lighway passengers on the bridge. 

The Commissioners fixed the price 
which the city must pay for the two 
plots at $210,768.53. The benefits of the 
condemnation, totalling an equal sum, 
are assessed against the city to the 
amount of $70,218.70, and against prop- 
erty owners in the vicinity to the 
amount of $140,549.83. 

George Kollas, William H. Hauschute 
and A. R. Schollmeyer are the commis- 
sioners. They were appointed in De- 
cember, 1915. The property in the half- 
block is owned by 30 individuals and 
corporations; that in the 20-foot strip 
by three individuals and the Terminal 
and Frisco Railroad companies. 


PROPOSED INCREASE IN GRAIN 
STORAGE CHARGES DISAPPROVED 


Commerce Commission Refuses 
Sanction Railroads’ Plan to Help 
Relieve Car Shortage. 


WASHINGTON,. Jan. 19.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today dis- 
approved proposals by railroads to 
double and quadruple storage charges 
on .export grain at elevators at New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Boston, 
Newport News and other Atlantic ports 
where such grain is held longer than 60 
days. New charges for the storage of 
export grain in cars Waiting unloading 
at Baltimore and Philadelphia also were 
disapproved. 

The proposals, made by the trunk line 
railroads, were designed as a measure 
to relieve congestion at Atlantic ports 
and to insure, through enforcement of 
penalties, a freer flow of grain through 
the elevators. 

A large number of cars have been 
withdrawn from traffic because of the 
congestion at the elevators, augmenting 
the general car shortage and tending 
indirectly to fricrease the cost of living. 
The commission holds that the objects 
sought by the railroads should be at- 
tained by other methods.

—let us hope right soon and with suf 
ficient clearness.”’ 

“A very narrowly limited period of 
time is available for us,” writes Prof. 
Otto Hottzsch, foreign political expert 
of the Kreuz Zeitung. The next few

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months and no longer. In five or six 
months it will be too late. 

“Bhgland’s present shortage of food- 
stuffs, its high cost of war living, 
freight ‘tonnage troubles, all offer 4 
great opportunity, but only during the 
next weeks and months. These are real- 
ly fateful hours coming in the nexs 
weeks, during which the final decision 
must be made.“ 

While the public thus overwhelmingly 
is in favor of sharpened submarine war- 
fare (though not wanting a break with 
America), the decision rests with the 
Kaiser, Hindenburg and the Chancellor. 

After talking with various German 
statesmen, I gathered the impreagion 
that the revival of ruthless submarine 
warfare is not being considered, and 
that there is today no prospect of it, 
this impression being confirmed from 
various extraneous sources. An astute 
diplomat remarked: The German Gov- 
ernment wouldn't do anything so foolish 
as to start up ruthless submarine war- 
fare;” while an unofficial American ac- 
tively interested in the peace movement 
réceived the assurances from the very 
highest quarters that “there was no 
danger of the good German-American 
relations being darkened in the future.” 


Cologne Gazette Calis Balfour's Note 
“Falsification of History.” 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. 19.—The Cologne 
Gazette, commenting on the note t 
Arthur Balfour, British Secretary vf 
Foreign Affairs, says: The note is a 
falsification of history, apparently timed 
to wipe out the bad impression made in 
large circles of America and neutrals 
by the entente’s rudé reply to President 
Wilson. Naturally Balfour suppressed 
the fact that England possesses a world 
empire which certainly was not brought 
together by peaceful means. He sup- 
presses the fact that a ring was drawn 
around Germany which was designed t 
exclude us as far as possible from the 
distributing of colonial territory still to 
be disposed of. He invents for this pur 
pose a story of Germany's lust for world 
empire, without giving the least proof 
of his charges. 

„We now know exactly the alms of 
the entente and our answer will be by 
deeds. We do not want peace such as 
they offer, not even by neutral media- 
tion. We ourselves will secure such a 
peace. Our sword will prove stronger 
than their les.“ 

The Cologne Volks Zeitung says: Our 
reply to English arrogance, distortions 
and menaces must be the sword and 
torpedo. Then the British will abandon 
writing notes and the world will be 
freed from the covetous tyrant who has 
too long been allowed to stretch his 
arms around the earth and who for cen- 
turies has not shrunk from wicked and 
inhuman means to satisfy his lust for 
power and expansion.“

‘TO BE DISSOLVED 


Many St. Louisans Will Lose 
Life Insurance Through 
Proceedings. 


Proceedings will be instituted in 
court to dissolve the Legion of Honor, 
a fraternal insurance order, with lodges 


here and in Kansas City, it was an- 
nounced today. The dissolution will 
mean the loss of insurance by many 
members who are too old to get insur- 
ance elsewhere, and who havé been 
paying premiums for years. 

Lawrence McDanfel, Circuit Attorney, 
who is supreme chancellor of the organ- 
ization, said today that he had asked 
Attorney-General McAllister to insti- 
tute suit in the Circuit Court for the 
purpose of winding up the organiza- 
tion’s affairs. _Mé¢Daniel says the le 
gion is insolvent, and that its death 
claims are far in excess of the money 
on hand to meet them. 

The pending death claims were esti- 
mated at $22,500 by William B. Kinealy, 
legal adviser of the legion, who has 
consulted the State Insurance Depart- 
ment and the Attorney-General in con- 
nection with the proposed dissolution. 
He figures the amount on hand at $6000, 
and says an equal amount 4s due to 
come in from the December assess- 
ments. 

The Legion of Honor was organized 
in St. Louis in 1879. Among its present 
and past officers and members are Am- 
bassador David R. Francis, Senater 
Stone, the late James Gay Butler, 
Breckinridge Jones, O'Neill Ryan and 
Thomas B. Harvey. 

In recent years new members have 
not come in at the rate necéssary to 
keep up the payments on the deaths 
of the old members Last year the pre- 
mium rate was doubled, and this 
caused about one-half the members to 
quit. The present number of members 
paying dues is said to be 670. 

McDaniel said the dissolution was ap- 
proved, at a meeting of the legion’s su- 
preme council last night, with but one 
dissenting vote. The meeting place has 
been at $641 Finney avenue.

| DEMURRERS FILED FOR NEGROES 


CHARGED WITH ELECTION FRAUD 


Attorney Contends They Were Net 
Disqualified; Circuit Attorney 
Contends They Were. 

Demurrers were filed in the Criminal 
Division of the Circuit Court this morn- 
ing to the. indictments charging Ray- 
mond Green and Frank L. Bdge, ne- 
groes, with fraudulent registration in 
the last election. The indictments state 
that both men had been previously con- 
victed of petty larceny, and alleged 
that such an offense was a disqualifica- 
tion in voting. 

William E. Fish, attorney for the ne- 
groes, stated in the demurrers that the 
State Constitution says that only those 
who have been convicted of ‘felonies, 
or other infamous crimes, or misdemean- 
ots against the election laws,“ are dis- 
qualified from voting. 

Circuit Atterney McDaniel contended 
to reporters that Article 10 of the Con- 
stitution gives the General Assembly 
power to bar persons from suffrage for 
various offenses, and that as a result 
section 4631 of the statutes was passed, 
prohibiting any person from voting who 
had previously been convicted of arson, 
burglary or larceny in any degree. 

He said that this statute applied to 
petty larceny, and that the cases will 
be pushed on that ground. Arguments 
will be heard during the last week of 
court, which will be about Feb. 1.

Mahtha Hawkins, with whom he lives. 
Mrs. Hawkins fainted in the courtroom 
when her son answered the call of his 
name to be arraigned. * 


Two Years Under Mann Aet. 
Francis Martin, alias Francis Coop- 


er, was sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary for violation of the Mann 
act. Martin admitted having taken 
three girls fro mtheir home towns to 
other states. Two of the girls he 
brought to St. Louis from Kokomo, Ind. 
Dach of the girls has a child of which 
she says Martin is the father. 

Fred Gray was sentenced to 6 days in 
jail for the forgery of a physician’s 
name to a prescription for morphine. 
Ernest Riecker, a druggist, who con- 
ducts a store at Fourth and Lombard 
streets, was fined $200 for filling the pre- 
scription, which he admitted he knew to 
be forged. 

Joseph R. Walker was sentenced to six 
months in jail for selling morphine. Wil- 
Ham B. Gartner and Louis Miller were 
given jail sentences for forging the 
names of physicians to prescriptions for 
drugs, 

Ben Lears was sentenced to 30 days in 
jail for having property in his possession 
which had been stolen from interstate 
shipments of merchandise.

GERMANY WOULD NOT ENTER 
PEACE LEAGUE IF LOSER IN WAR 


Statement to This Effect Comes 
From German Sources in 
Washington. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. .- From Ger- 
man sources here has come an author 
itative statement that Germany, under 
no consideration, would enter a league 
to preserve peace if she should emerge 
from the war much more greatly dam- 

aged than her enemies. 

The central Powers were represented 
as believing that the proposal to estab- 
lish such a leagué at the end of the war 
cannot be realized if the ultimate re- 
sult of the conflict is such as to per- 
mit a completely victorious set of bel- 
ligerents to impose its own terms upon 
the vanquished. 

Germany, it was said, in making it 
clear that she stood ready to enter into 
a league, presupposed that the present 
war would result in a peace which all 
parties concerned would consider just 
and fair, but which would not be the 
case if the entente ever should be in a 
position to impose as terms the objects 
stated in its note to the President.

SAN ANGELO, Tex., Jan. 19.—Testi- 
mony regarding Harry J. Spanell’s af- 
fection for and devotion, to his wife and 
child, which the State yesterday. sought 
to have excluded, was admitted today by 
Judge C. E. Duboiss in the trial of 
Spanell, who is charged with kililng his 
wife and Lieutenant-Col.onel M. C. But- 
ler at Alpine, Tex.,-last July. 

The testimony was given during the 
cross-examination of Mrs. J. W. Dow- 


num, who, with her husband, is opera-

Judge Duboiss made his rul- 
ing after nearly all morning had been 
spent in argument, and it was not until 
a short time before noon that J. W. 
Downum, the last witness yesterday, 
was again called to the stand. 

To Counteract “Spying” Evidence. 

State counsel contended that to be ad- 
missable the testimony should bear on 
the general reputation of the defendant. 
The defense argued that any evidence 
tending to depict Spanell’s love for his 
wife was pertinent because it would 
show his frame of mind toward Mrs. 
Spanell. It was contended that the State 
already had introduced testimony to

The defense, it was argued, had a 
right to refute this sort of evidence. The 
State announced it would except to the 


Court's ruling. 


Mrs. Dowman testified yesterday that 
Spanell had spoken of the attentions 
he thought Col. Butler was paying Mrs. 
Spanell, and remarked, the witness said, 
if he “ever saw Butler do anything he 
would never stop shooting. They are 
getting too familiar.“ 

This conversation, Mrs. Downum 
said, occurred two weeks before the 
shooting, after Mrs. Spanell had left 
her husband in the dining room of a 
hotel, saying she was golng upstairs 
to see a maid about making some 
clothes. The witness testified Spanell 
went part of the way up a back 
stairs in the hotel, and returned say- 
ing, “He's followed her up there.” 
Spanell referred to Col. Butler, Mrs. 
Downum said. 

J. W. Downum had testified that 
Spanell asked him about a month be- 
fore the shooting if he ever saw 
“anything wrong” between his wife 
and Butler. “I said no,’ Downum 
testified. Spanell said he thought 
he had cause to be jealous. I said, 
‘If you think that you had better 
leave her.’ He said, ‘That’s what they 
Want.“ 

Downum testified he met the 
Spanelis and Butler together several 
times after that at picture shows and 
automobile riding. 

Denies Telling of Goasip. 

Mrs. Downum denied, when ques- 
tioned by the defense, that she had 
ever told Spanell that “there was 
considerable unfavorable comment 
about Mrs. Spanell and Butler in Al- 
pine.“

Women s Organization Want 
Director of Public’ Safety to 
Have Charge. 


— — 


The Women's Organization for Smoke 
Abatement is seeking to abate Building 
Commissioner McKelvéy. Officers of the 
organization are having an 
prepare an ordinance. to remove the 
Department of Smoke Inspection from} 
the Building Commissioner’s contrei and 
place it under the Director ot Public 
Safety. They say the bill has promise 
of support in the Board of Aldermen. 

The women have been fuming against 
McKelvey. ever since he. “forced the 
resignation” of W. A. Hoffman from the 
office of Chief Smoke Inspector, and 
transferred his assistant, Eugene 
Brown, to the Department of Elevators. 
But their last hope of the Building 
Commissioner went up in smoke a week 
ago, when he deblared in an interview 
that the campaign against smoke in St. 
Louls has deen a complete failure. 

Asserts City Was Made Ridiculous. 

This statement, according to Mrs. Er- 
nest R. Kroeger, one of the officers ‘of 
the organization, was a confession of 
‘McKelvey’s incompetency to handle the 
problem, und ‘also made St. Louis ridie- 
ulous in other cities which mahage 
their smoke nuisance scientifically. | 

McKelvey invited his feminine foes to 
smoke the peace pipe by offering to 
place the records of his office at their 
disposal, but they found his overtures 
to be merely vapor, according to Mrs. 
Kroeger. A representative was sent to 
the office, but always found that the 
records were in use. Other documents 
asked for seemed to have volatilized as 
the visitor wag told they were no long- 
er in existence. 

In a resolution adopted last week, 
the Executive Committee of the women’s 
association alleged politics was the 
cause of the present inefficiency of the 
smoke inspection department. McKelvey 
dismissed capable and experienced in- 
spectors, they charged, and replaced 
them with such persons as freight 
clerks, chauffeurs and saloon keépers, 
who could not read a blueprint of a 
heating plant. 

When Hoffman was about to be 
smoked out of his job, said Mrs. Kroe- 
gor, about 2 manufacturers appeared 
in his behalf before the Building Com- 
missioner. McKelvey's reply, she 
charges, was to have inspectors watch 
their plants in the hope of catching 
them in violations of the smoke ordi- 
nances. a 

Says Her Home Is Watched. 

At present, Mrs. Kroeger said, her 
home is being watched by an inspector, 
as are the homes of gther officers of 
the organization, with the design of hav- 
ing them haled inte court for breaking 
the anti- smoke law. She has no fears, 
she said, as she burns hard coal and 
gas, but she does object to the waste 
of the inspectors’ time. 

The women are planning, as they have 
dene before, to employ their own inspec. 
tors and also to serve themselves in 
that capacity. Under a State law pri- 
vate individuals may file complaints for 
the violation of the smoke regulations.

Decides 3 to Report 
It for Passage After Spirited 
Open Session. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 19.—The 
House Committee on Roads and Bridges 
last night voted unanimously to recom- 
mend the passage of the Hawes road 
bill, after a spirited sessfon in which 
the provision for funds was attacked by 
champions of the road drag or “dirt 
road law. 

The meeting was open and was held 
in the House chamber. Hawes ex- 
plained the provisions of the bill and 
gave a history of its preparation. He 
said it was drawn by Assistant Attor- 
neys-General Lee B. Ewing and W. T. 
Rutherford, and would withstand any 
attack in the courts. 

Representative Land asked how road 
drag funds would be produced if the 
automobile tax, now used for that pur- 
pose, and which amounted to about 
$400,000 in 1916, should be used to finarite 
the system of State roads proposed by 
the Hawes bill. Hawes admitted there 
would be no drag' funds if his bill 
should be enacted unless the revenues 
should be increased. He said, however, 
that a movement had been instituted 
to double the amount of the automo- 
bile ‘tax, and declared that automobile 
owners would not hesjtate to pay a 
higher tax if they got good roads in 
return. i 

Hawes also said the bill had been 
drawn in compliance with the require- 
ments of the Federal road law, and, if 
enacted, Missouri would receive $2,500,- 
000 from the national Government, dis- 
tributed over a period of five years. The 
bill provides, as the Federal law re- 
quires, that the State shall add a like 
sum and that the counties shall give 
an amount equal to both the State and 
national funds, which woyd make a 
total of 310,000, 00 to be expended on 
| State highways in Missouri within the 
next five years. 

The bill provides for a nonpartisan 
board of four members to serve with- 
out pay. who shall administer the ex- 
penditure of the funds and have super- 
visory control of the distribution. A 
highway commissioner, who must be 
an expert engineer, would have direct 
supervision of the work, with a salary 
of $6000 a year. Ne would hdve two 
assistants at S000 each. 

The bill also provides that every coun- 
ty highway engineer shall be a gradu- 
ate engineer or shall have done success. 
ful engineering work sufficient to sat- 
isfy the State commission of his quali- 
fications. 

Two bills that constitute part of the 
proposed good roads legislation were in- 
troduced in the House today by Hawes. 
One of them doubles the present State 
motor car license, while the other clothes 
the proposed State Highway Commission 
with authority to employ convicts fron; 
the State Penitentiary in the construc- 
tion of improved roads or in the man- 
ufacture of highway building materials,

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19.—Dr. S. W.

Away. 

JEFFERSON Lily, Jan. 19.—Feeble- 
mindédness is increasing in Missouri, 
Dr. Robert Wilson, . superintendent of 
| the State colony for the feeble-minded. 
told an appropriations committee yes- 
terday, in making an appeal for addi- 

tional accommodations at the home. 

Dr. Wilson, told the committee that 
more than 1000 feeble-minded children 
and adults had to be turned away be- 
cause of the over-crowded condition of 
the institution. He said there were 10,- 
00 feeble-minded persons in the State 
and 4000 of this number should be in 
charge of the State. While 88 per cent 
of the insane were taken care of by the 
State, he pointed out that only 15 per 
cent of the feeble-minded were lodged 
within State institutions. 

Dr. Wilson told the committee that 
a new treatment had been installed at 
the home which had reduced seizures 
60 per cent.

street. 

Krafft, who has spent two Summers in 
the Arcadia Valley, regards it as one of 
the great scenic treasure houses of the 
United States.

TRAPPER FINDS THREE CANS 
CONTAINING $35,000 IN GEMS 


Sheriff of California County Unable 
to Discover Owner—Thinks They 
Were Buri’ d Years Ago. 

MARYSVILLE, Cal., Jan. 19.~Three 
cans containing jewelry worth, accord- 
ing to estimates, $35,000, were uncov- 
ered in a niche in a cliff on the George 
Anderson ranch, east of Wheatland, by 
Alfred Talbot, a trapper. Talbot, set- 
ting his trap in what he thought to be 
a “coon hole,“ placed his hands on the 
cans. He opened them and found them 
filed with jewelry, diamonds, rings, 
watches and stickpins.

He re- 
lated the testimony of eye-witnesses, 
Holland, Switzerland, and other Euro- 
pean neutrals, and of the United States 
Department of State a8 establishing 
without doubt that the Geportations are 
taking place. He cited Germany's ad- 
mission that she has deported Belgians. 
The best figures available, he declared, 
indicate that already 115,000 out of 500, - 
000 able-hodied working men have been 
sent to Germany and that deportation 
is continuing at the rate of about 1000 
a day. 
He declared his belief that deporta- 
tions on a greater scale are being made 
from Poland, but said it was impossible 
to get accurate figures. He asserted 
that 50,000 of the deported Belgians are 
being forced ‘to work. in the fighting 
zone, digging trenches, setting up barbed 
wire entanglements and clearing avia- 
tion flelds, thus effectively aiding the 
German military against their own coun- 
try. The others, he said, are employed 
at labor from which German men are 
released to join their colors at the front. 
Designation of “Huns.” . 
He read what he said was a part of 
an address of the Kaiser to his troops 
just before they departed for China 
at the time of the Boxer uprising. In 
this the Kaiser was quoted as admonish- 
ing his soldiers to show no quarter, to 
go forth to battle without mercy and 
to make themselves as much feared as 
were the Huns under Attila. This, he 
said, was justification from the Em- 
peror of the designation of the German | 
soldiers as Huns“ by the allies.

When he finished many persons at- 
tempted to get the floor to reply. One 
was former Judge O’Neill Ryan. When 
told to sit down he said he wanted to 
ask a question. Chairman Crunden 
said, “I am not here to answer ques- 


tions.’” 

No, you are there to suppress free 
speech,” Judge Ryan declared. Crun- 
den then announced that German, En- 
glish and French sympathizers and any 
other partisans might have the hall and 
talk as long as they desired after ad- 
journment. In a stormy scene the res- 
olution was read and quickly put to a 
vote on a motion for its adoption. The

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A teebly optimistic view of the Je 
graft that gives members of the House one and 
a fraction employes each and members of the 
Senate between five and six 2 not impos- 
sible. 

We may remember that some of the most de- 

plorable legislative scandals in the history of the 
country have arizen in connection with the con- 
struction of new capitols. On such an improve- 
ment, now approaching completion, Missourf has 
for several years been engaged. The public’s 
conviction that the large expenditure for it has 
been managed with substantial honesty is sup- 
ported by much evidence. At least an unexpend- 
ed balance of considerable amount will remain 
from the appropriation after the contractors are 
paid. ' 
But the painstaking dispositions insuring this 
gratifying result were made by members of past 
Legislatures and holdover members of the present 
Legislature who seemed to have no compunctions 
of conscience whatever in voting themselves a 
monstrous and intolerable excess in employes 
costing 2 depleted treasury thousands of unneces- 
sary dollars. 

The variations in graft at different State cap- 
itals are curious. In general the beneficiaries 
of systematic graft on an extensive scale scorn’ 
pettier forms, just as indicative of debased of- 
ficial integrity. On the other hand, legislators 
who would not dare to engage in the larger skull- 


|. duggeries are actually wolfish in their demand 


for small perquisites with some sanction in cus- 
tom. 


Remorseless grafting on stationery supplies is 


common enough. One term in the-Legislature has 


been known to net enough pearl-handled pocket- 


knives, cut-glass inkstands, pens, paper and en- 
velopes to last several families for years. Law- 
makers who shipped home even the water coolers 
of the legislative chambers are of record. The 
embezzlement of spittoons seems humorous, but 
is not so surprising, seeing that such utensils 
often cost from $36 a dozen up. Occasionally a 
Legislature practically strips the Statehouse on 
adjournment. 

How did this graft in useless legislative ap- 
pointments originate in Missouri? Nepotism, pad- 
ded lists of employes are found at other capitals. 
But nowhere, so far as the Post-Dispatch is able 
to learn, has the demoralizing evil been carried 
to any such absurd and ridiculous and almost 
unbelievable. lengths as in this State. Doubtless 
starting on.a moderate scale, it remained un- 
checked by public opinion and grew with the 
passage of years to its present scandalous dimen- 
sions. | 

It is time to end it. The big, daring grafters 
can command small respect. But nothing but con- 
tempt can be felt for the cheap, inferior, timid 
little grafters whose impositions on the public 
reflect pusillanimity, as well as petty greed.

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GERMANY’S COFFEE RAIDER. 

The Emden and less fanfous German sea raid- 
ers operated in the early days of the war before 
ithe allies’ patrol of the waters was organized. 
The Moewe scoured the West African trade route 
before the enemy had taken the full measure bf 
German resourcefulness and courage on the ocean 
and was as successful in getting home after her 
work was done as she had been in breaking a 
way out. 

The latest raider, said to be the Vineta, did not 
put to sea until after the allies had had warning 
of what might be expected at an} time and after 
means of assuring control of the oceans and 
guarding against the element of surprise had been 
reduced to an elaborate system. That, in the 
thirtieth month of the great war, she has been 
enabled to cause the destruction attributed to her 
is the most brilliant of all the many startling 
performances of the,Germany navy. 

The number of merchant carriers of which she 
has deprived the enemy is estimated at 15 and 
may run as high as 24, some of them vessels of 
8000 and 10,000 tons and only three or four of less 
than 4000 tons. The sinking of divers ships off 
the Brazilian coast greatly reduces the world’s 
visible coffee supply. | 

How serious this loss of from 75,000 to 100,000 
tons of entente shipping is can be appreciated 
when to these ravages is added the sinking of 
from one to half a dozen ships daily by subma- 
rines. A single submersible just returned to port 
destroyed 16 vessels in a short cruise. British 
shipyards are now said to be able to complete 
one ship of a standardized type every. three 
months. 

Destruction of ships each month at a rate 
greater than many British yards can turn them 
out cannot continue without effects of a most 
sere w: kind on entente prospects.

ST. LOUIS HOME OF CULTUBE. 

Alexander de Menil, literateur and editor of the 
Hesperian, painted in the Post-Dispatch a gloomy 
picture of St. Louis as a home ef art, literature 
and phflosophy. ‘He says the atmosphere of St. 
Louis is uncongenial and brain-depressing . to 
authors and intellectual folk. They are not appre- 
ciated here. 82 

As proofs of the eee e and inappreci- 
atian of St. Louis, Mr. de Menil supplies long 
lists of authors and philosophers who have left 
the city and of periodicals which have moved 
or ceased publication. Appreciation of literary 
publications and of the works of authors are not 
limited to their home towns, nor does it influence 
them in seeking homes. Both gravitate natural- 
ly to the largest centers of population to d 
markets and publication facilities. But appre- 
ciation is unlimited and has little relation to 
either the home of the writer or the place of pub- 
lication. 

New York is a literary center in the sense that 
many authors live in or near New. York and 
many publications are printed and distributed 
there. But they do not live on the appreciation. 
of New Yorkers. Huge sections of New York are 
as hospitable and congenial to art, literature and 
philosophy as the North Pole to spring violets. 
Genius and talent and learning create their own 
atmospheres and associations. Many writers and 
thinkers live in obscure spots among simple folk, 
who know nothing of their work. 

New Vork has a huge and well-filied graveyard 
of literary publications and is dotted with the 
tombs of aspiring intellect. Every one of the cities 
mentioned by Mr. de Menil has large literary 
cemeteries and enormous lists of native distin- 
guished men and women who sought other places 
of abode. 

Judging by the number of writers and thinkers 
produced in St. Louis, whether they remained or 
departed, the city must have fruitful soil and 
congenial atmosphere for the culture of talent. 
Mr. de Menil mentions amumber who began their 
work and laid the foundations of distinction in 
St. Louis. Although William T. Harris trans- 
ferred his school of philosophy to Massachusetts, 
one of its masters, Denton J. Snider, returned to 
St. Louis to continue his work. Miss Murfree 
expects to make her home in St. Louis. Kate 
Chopin lived and worked and died in St. Louis. 
Mrs. Dillon and Miss Fisher are St. Louisans. 
Winston Churchill made his reputation in St. 
Louis. Augustus Thomas, dean of American 
dramatists, made his first successes in St. Louis. 
Next to Paris, Miller, the painter, and. native of 
St. Louis, prefers this city. Of the younger gen- 
eration of poets, Sara Teasdale, Orrick Johns and 
Zoe Akins and others live and ‘work in St. Louis. 
The list of St. Louisdns who have made their 
mark and are now rising in the world of science, 
literature, art and philosophy is too long for pub- 
lication here. 

Has Mr. de Menil knowledge of the recent prog- 
ress of the fine arts, the drama and poetry in 
this city? Is he alive to the bracing atmosphere
